Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
said Wednesday the survey 
disclosed 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of assaults on 
students, 
including 
IOO 
m urders in 1973; about 70,000 
serious physical assaults on 
teachers each year; 
and 
extortion, 
drug 
and 
prostitution 
rings 
in 
suburban and urban schools. 
The survey, prepared by 
the 
Senate 
juvenile 
delinquency subcommittee, 
covered 
757 
public 
elem entary 
and 
public 
schools 
and 
showed 
dram atic increases in all 
form s 
of 
violence 
and 
vandalism. 
The report said “there is 
clear 
and 
com pelling 
evidence that violence and 
vandalism in the schools has 
reached a level of crisis that 
demands imm ediate com­ 
prehensive 
review 
and 
legislative action. 


“The level of violence and 
vandalism ... is rapidly 
increasing in both intensity 
and frequency,” it added. 
Bayh, the subcommittee 
chairm an who m ade the 
report public, said he would 
sponsor 
legislation 
to 
provide funds for alternative 
educational program s and 
security m easures. 
The report said student 
misbehavior is no longer 
confined to fist fights or 
isolated incidents. 
“ Instead our schools are 
experiencing serious crim es 
of a felonious nature in­ 
cluding brutal assaults on 
teachers and students, as 
well as rapes, extortions, 
burglaries, thefts, and an 
unprecedented 
w ave 
of 
wanton destruction and van­ 
dalism ,” the report said. 
It disclosed that between 
1970 and

increased by 18.5 per cent;

R e g a rd in g 
M ain lan d 
China as it exists now under 
the C om m unist

Lord Lindsay stated that 
the rulers are using the

objectives,

jectives that Lord Lindsay

realize by these means. 


“The Chinese population 
on the mainland is becoming 
more and more sceptical

World War II and in sub­

living between the

munist take-over and the 
present. 
“ Why

T aiw anses w ant to live 
under the rule of Mainland 
China,” 
he asked, 
citing 
better physical and social 
conditions on the sm all 
island than on the mainland. 
The T aiw anese govern­ 
m ent 
is 
relatively 
dem ocratic 
by 
W estern 
standards. As an example, 
Lord Lindsay said that the 
Taiwanese can discuss about 
any topic they choose, but 
the people on the mainland 


must wait for the party line 
to be clearly stated. 
Additionally, he feels that 
the United States has an 
obligation to defend Taiwan, 
should 
m ainland 
China 
become militant toward it. 
The course of action he 
recommends is that U.S. 
diplomats tell the leaders in 
Peking to let their people 
have the sam e benefits and 
amount of freedom that the 
Taiwanese have, and detente 
will follow. 
He ad m itted , how ever, 
th at the Chinese policy 
m akers 
response 
would 
probably be to either refuse 
to discuss the subject or to 
lose their tem pers. In either 
case, the Chinese attem pt to 
take over Free China would 
lose its effectiveness.

Kaufholtz did not and could 
not meet strength and agility 
te sts req u ired of every 
firefighter 
in the depart­ 
ment. Wynn said she lacked 
the stren g th to perform 
certain duties on the job, 
such as pulling a two and 
one-half inch firehose from a 
truck. 
“ She just couldn’t pull it 
out,” he said. “ It was just a 
lack of strength, and there 
was 
no 
discrim ination 
whatsoever.” 
“ H ah,” 
laughed 
M rs. 
Kaufholtz. She denied there 
was a real test, and would 
only 
say 
that 
she 
“definitely” was qualified to 
be a firefighter. 
Neither fire officials or the 
firem en 
who 
worked 
alongside M rs. Kaufholz

McCanless said all Dallas 
IRS offices will be open 
Saturday, April 12, from 8 
a m. to 4:30 p.m. They will 
also be open Monday, April 
14. until 6 p m. and again on 
Tuesday, April 15, until 9 
p.m. 
The IRS telephone lines 
will be open all day April 12 
and until 9 p.m. April 15. The 
Dallas area number is 742- 
2440. Outside Dallas, tax­ 
payers with questions can 
call the IRS toll-free at 800- 
492-4830. 
McCanless said the IRS is 


confident that the g reat 
majority of people will file 
on time. He said, however, 
that the later in the filing 
season a return is filed the 
greater the chance of delay- 
causing errors. 
The extended tax p ay er 
service hours, he hopes, will 
help people avoid the last- 
minute guesses and inac­ 
curacies that will cost them 
time and possible money.

U.S. 
Surgeon General issued the 
warning 
that 
cigarette 
smoking was injurious to 
health. 
Since then there have been 
a number of other reports 
linking 
cigarettes 
with 
cancer, heart disease anc' 
other ailments. 
To what extent has this 
moved 
Collin 
County 
residents to change their 
smoking habits? How much 
are local people smoking 
these days compared with 
people in other areas? 
Although many of them 
have given up the habit 
completely or are smoking 
less than they did in former 
years, according to the 
statistics, others have taken 
up smoking for the first 
time. 
The 
newcom ers, 


m ostly 
teenagers, 
have 
offset the gains that would 
otherwise 
have 
been 
achieved. 
The facts and figures are 
based 
upon 
nationwide 
surveys made by the Dept, of 
Agriculture, the Tobacco 
Tax Council and others. 
In Collin 
County, 
a c­ 
cording to an breakdown of 
these finds, an estimated 
8,671,000 packs of cigarettes 
were smoked in the past 
year. 
Related 
to 
the 
local 
population over age 18, this 
was equivalent to 173 packs 
per person. 
In some sections of the 
county 
the rate of 
con­ 
sumption was much greater 
than this and, in other 
sections, smaller. 
Nationally, 
the average 
rate 
for 
the 
over-18 


population 
was 
ap­ 
proximately 214 packs per 
capita. In 
the West South 
Central States it was 183. 
The 214 national average 
rate represented an increase 
of about five packs per 
person since 1973. It is the 
third consecutive year in 
which there has been a rise, 
states the Agriculture Dept. 
We are within two percent 
of the record 217 packs per 
capita that were consumed 
IO years ago, 
when the 
Surgeon 
G eneral’s 
an­ 
nouncement 
w as 
made. 
Since then, after an initial 
drop, it has been going up. 
Although 
the 
cost 
of 


smoking 
has 
been 
in­ 
creasing, due to inflation and 
high taxes, that fact, appears 
to have had little effect on 
consumption. 


In 
Collin 
County, 
an 
estim ated $4,338,000 was 
spent last year on cigarettes. 
It was at the rate of $87.50 
per smoker.

In Hollywood to promote 
“Stardust,” David walks the 
streets unnoticed. But in 
London he is swarmed over 
by fans and dogged by the 
press. He has moved three 
times in the past year to 
escape teenage girls who 
break into his home. 
“ My picture is about the 
rise and fall of a rock hero,” 
said Essex, whose real name 
is David Cook. “ MacLaine is 
ambitious. He uses drugs 
and he meets a very terrible 
end. 


“ My priorities are e f­ 
ferent. But ifs rather weird 
how similar our lives are up 
to a point. The teen-age 
hysterics in the concert 
scenes are taken 
from 
movies of my own concerts 
“ I really don’t mind all 
that. It shows belief in my 
music. But MacLaine was 
different. He wanted to be 
more famous than anyone in 
the world. Not me. I want to 
be proud of my music. 
“ I write everything I sing. 
When 
audiences 
react 
wildly, I appreciate it.” 
Essex and his parents once 
lived in a London workhouse. 
His father was a stevedore, 
his mother scrubbed pub 
floors. Now a millionaire, 
despite English taxes, David 
has bought his mother and 
father a comfortable home 
in Essex (naturally). 
He thinks of himself as 
middle-aged among rock 
and pop singers. Presley and 
the Beatles, along with 
Jagger, he considers elder 
statesmen of the genre. 
“ Hock is moving and chan­ 
ging,” he explained. “ But 
I ’m not sure it is changing 
enough. It began with 18-20 
year olds like the Beatles. 
Now all the originals are in 
their 30s. 
“ I ’d like to think that 
somewhere there’s music 
coming along that I couldn’t 
relate to. Music that belongs 
to a younger generation. 
“ Some people believe rock- 
wili disappear now that hard 
times 
are coming. 
They 
think kids won’t be able to 
afford to buy our recordings. 
I can’t agree with that. I ’m 
told films flourished in the 
1930s because they offered 
people release from their 
i 
misery. 
“ Well today rock music is 
the mass entertainment 
medium for millions, and 
they will want to hear it to 
get away from the harsh 
realities.” 
David Essex has no per­ 
sonal ecconomic problems. 
He was accompanied to 
Hollywood by his manager, 
Derek 
Bowman; 
wife, 
Maureen; daughter Verity, 
3; and Bey Busch, his chief 
aide. 
“ I was 16 years old when 
the Beatles became stars,” 
David concluded. “ And I 
hope there is a 16-year-old 
someplace today listening to 
my music with some ex­ 
citing ideas of his own.”

DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to keep a 
cotton chenille bedspread from “ lim ing” all over the place.

DEAR FRANCES — If your spread is new it may be all 
right after that first lint is off. Wash such a spread by hand 
to prevent the tufts from coming out, hang on the line with 
right sides together so the tufts rub together to fluff up and 
shake several times during the drying period to remove any 
excess lint. When dry, LIGHTLY brush with a whisk broom 
to remove any more excess lint. — POLLY.

Plano to Host

Sherman and R L. Turner are expected 
to battle for the team tennis championship 
of District 13-AAAA as eight high schools 
converge on Plano for the April 11-12 loop 
tennis tournament.
